FIVE DAYS AFTER

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia Malaysia’s military 
has traced what could have been the jetliner 
missing for almost five days to an area south of 
the Thai holiday island of Phuket, hundreds 
of miles to the west of its last known position, 
the country’s air force chief said Wednesday 

His statement followed a series of conflict- 
ing accounts of the flight path of the Boeing 
777-200ER with 239 people on board, which 
left authorities uncertain even which ocean to 
search in for Malaysia Airlines Flight MH370. 

The last definitive sighting of the aircraft 
on civilian radar screens came shortly before 
1:30 a.m. Saturday, less than an hour after tak- 
ing off from Kuala Lumpur, as it flew north- 
east across the mouth of the Gulf of Thailand 
bound for Beijing. 

What happened next remains one of the 
most baffling mysteries in modern aviation 
history, and the differing accounts put out by 
various Malaysian officials have drawn criti- 
cism of their handling of the crisis. 


In the latest potential lead, a Chinese gov- 
ernment agency website on Wednesday said 
a Chinese satellite had photographed three 
“suspicious floating objects” on Sunday in wa- 
ters northeast of Kuala Lumpur and south of 
Vietnam. 

It said the images were taken over the “sus- 
pected accident area at sea” that was not far 
from where the plane made its last known 


communication with air traffic control. 

China’s civil aviation chief said Thursday 
that there was no proof that floating objects 
were connected to the missing aircraft. 

“Chinese satellites have found smoke and 
floating objects. ... At present we cannot con- 
firm this is related to the missing aircraft,” 
Li Jiaxiang told reporters on the sidelines of 
China’s annual meeting of parliament. 


One senior U.S. defense official said U.S. 
satellites had not located any sign of a crash. 

Earlier Wednesday Rodzali Daud, the Ma- 
laysian air force chief, told a news conference 
that an aircraft was plotted on military radar 
at 2:15 a.m., 200 miles northwest of Penang Is- 
land off Malaysia’s west coast. 

But there has been no confirmation that the 
unidentified plane was Flight MH370, he said.

Freeze killing waterfowl 


Lack of open water on 
lake leads to starvation

Field Museum research assistant Josh Engel 
has spent a couple of days this week along 
the lake front performing the grim task of 
collecting dead waterfowl.

There are so many elaborate plot details 
and rich, perfectly cast characters that the 
rest of this review could be spent listing and 
explaining.

Director’s distinct style 
is all over new film 

Budapest 
or bust

Wes Anderson came to Chicago at the beginning of the month to pro- 
mote his new film, “The Grand Budapest Hotel.” He arrived by train. 
Now, you might assume his mode of transportation was about drawing 
attention to a new movie —pure whistle-stop promotion. And yet Chi- 
cago was his only stop: Anderson just prefers traveling by rail. 

Still, doesn’t that sound exactly like a Wes Anderson film? 

After a packed recent screening of “Budapest” at the Music Box 
Theatre, Anderson stepped backstage, surrounded by assistants, pub- 
licists, crew, critics. He walked through an opposite door and into a 
snowfall. Having reached the unmarked lounge the Music Box keeps 
in an adjacent building, Anderson dropped onto a couch. 


Like any filmmaker, any artist, 
you show certain tics, return to 
certain themes ... 

I do, I do. 

Only for you, that seems doubly 
true. For one, the passing of a 
time and a place, the decline of a 
group of people appears to be a 
unifying thread in many of your 
movies. 

A lot of that stuff, I try not to think 
about that. I don’t want to think 
about it, to be honest. I would like 
to keep themes, motifs, whatever, 
abstract. I work on the characters 
and the experience of the film 
itself, but I never set out to docu- 
ment a world before it’s gone or 
anything like that. ... The reason I 
make a movie set in a certain time 
and place has more to do with 


whatever I am interested in at that 
moment, and I am drawn to old 
things. I like what time can do to 
people, to buildings and to art. 

But even “Moonrise Kingdom,” 
which you shot in Rhode Island. I 
grew up there. It doesn’t capture 
the place, as it is, so much as the 
way I like to remember seaside 
towns when I was younger, a 
time I can’t return to. “Jaws” 
does that, too. 

You know, when we made 
“Moonrise Kingdom,” I was always 
thinking about Spielberg and 
“Jaws.” Because “Jaws” comes on 
like this genre picture, when in fact 
it’s a beautiful portrait of the life of 
a place and time, the day-to-day 
existence. ... It’s how I like to make 
films, within a limited space. 



And with a very specific sense 
of what will be in that space, 
right? Every prop, every wall- 
paper, perfume bottle, book 
spine, seems researched and 
highlighted. 

A whole group of people help 
do that. It’s a huge amount of re- 
search. And it’s not just about me- 
ticulously researching objects we 
will include, but also finding ideas 
and things to include. To me, every 
frame of film has to be great until I 
feel that we should use that frame. 


Is it the same with people? 

Why use Bill Murray as often as 
you do? 

Nobody ever asks why, but it’s a 
reasonable question: I work with 
certain people over and over 
and because I am a fan. I always 
want to introduce new people to 
my films, but I like a reunion. Bill 
Murray, even more so. Before I 
knew him, I was an exponentially 
greater fan of his than anyone I 
knew. He had a life before me, of 
course. Now we have this working 
history. 

Now that you’ve been making 
movies for about 20 years, I 
wonder if the way you approach 
what you include in a frame, it’s 
a cataloging instinct to capture a 
thing, a person— a way of saying, 
these things existed in this place 
at this time. 

Yeah, you’re describing some- 
thing I can relate to. If you told 
me you had this stuff to show me 
and it was inventoried in a certain 
way, I would definitely want to 
see that. Did you see that short 
film on “Saturday Night Live” last 
fall? [A spot-on satire of what a 
Wes Anderson slasher flick might 
look like.] They had a character 
list every object in front of him. 
Hopefully, I have not become a 
parody. But there are certain tics.

SXSW showcase

AUSTIN, Texas It didn’t go exactly as planned, 
but in a way Chance the Rapper’s truncated 
set in the early hours of Wednesday morning 
affirmed the message that a legion of Chicago 
heavy hitters tried to impart at the South by 
Southwest Interactive Festival. 

After only 18 minutes at the club Redy, 
Chance was booted off the stage by the Aus- 
tin fire marshal because the club was deemed 
over capacity A police officer explained that 
there were at least 350 people in the club, 
which has official capacity of 300. 

It was a disappointment for the fans, who 
chanted their displeasure before dispersing, 
but if nothing else it demonstrated that Chi- 
cago’s got game; there was no hotter ticket 
Tuesday than Chance’s performance. 

The 20 -year-old rapper, born Chancellor 
Bennett, is one of the rising stars in hip-hop 
after releasing an acclaimed 2013 mixtape, 


‘Acid Rap.” He was in the midst of putting 
a punctuation point on a six-hour evening of 
Chicago music with his musical collabora- 
tor, keyboardist Peter Cottontale. The eve- 
ning also included winning sets by teenage 
singer-songwriter Bonzie, veteran rockers the 
Autumn Defense and the production team 
of the Hood Internet, which staged an all- 
star jam of Chicago hip-hop with Hologram 
Kizzie (aka Psalm One), Show You Suck and 
Prob Cause. 

The showcase helped amplify the message 
that was delivered to Austin and to the thou- 
sands of entrepreneurs and technology-sector 
executives at the conference by Mayor Eman- 
uel, Cultural Affairs Commissioner Michelle 
Boone and a team of business executives and 
government officials. They presented Chica- 
go’s cultural diversity as an incentive for new 
businesses to move to the city and create jobs. 

At the Chicago showcase, several key mem- 


bers of the city’s music scene were willing to 
play along with Emanuel’s strategy 

“It’s long overdue,” said musician and 
CIMM Fest co-founder Josh Chicoine. 
“Yeah, he’s going after these tech companies, 
but the idea is to try to build platforms so that 


{creative} people can do good {stuff}. That’s 
what I try to do.” 

Hideout co-owner Tim luten said Eman- 
uel “understands the economic value of the 
music scene. We haven’t had that from a may- 
or before.”
